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FOR"ST OFFICIAL ASKS AID OF FOC MEMBERS 


Addressing the convention of the Federa- 
tion of tlestern Outdoor Clubs at Boot- 
jack Camp last Sunday, "Chet" Morse, 
Regional Forest Director, pointed out 
ways in which members of the Sierra Club 
and other outdoor clubs could help in 
the Forest Service's postwar program, 

He spoke of the desire of the USFS to 
provide proper recreational facilities 
in the National Forests of California, 
to encourage proper recreational use-- 


‘not roads across the Sierra crest! 


Recognizing that recreational use of 
forest lands should be « prime consider- 
ation, he said, "Recreation lost out bad- 
ly after the last war because of the gen- 
eral set-up at that time and because the 
hembers of Commerce were not talking ~ 
recreation. You people can and you peo- 
ple should{" He went on to suggest this 
specific action--that outdoor clubs and 
their individual members recommend to 
Congress that the $175,000 allotted for 
recreation developments in the proposed 
Forest Service appropriation be increased. 
He stated that such fund would prove pit- 
ifully inadequate for the work which the 
public wishes and the Service should like 
to do.

Speaking of the good wartime work done 
by outing clubs, lir. Morse said, "The 
member clubs (of the FYOC) are entitled 
to the highest commendation for the parts, 
taken during the emergency: fire look- 
outs and related work, and harvesting.

FOREST SERVICE WARNS OF FIRE HAZARD 
Travel in the National Forests has in- 
creased greatly since the end of the war, 
and as there has been no significant 
amount of rain for several months, the 
fire hazard is now-qiite serious. Re- 
gional Forester, S, Be. Show, of the U.S, 
Forest Service, has just issued a warning 
to all visitors to be especially careful 
with fire during the next several weeks, 
Nearly 1200 fires have been reported 
this season, and about one-third of these 
have been man-made, The total is slight- 
ly_less than that of a year ago, but the 
number of fires caused by human care-~ 
lessness has increased.
